When the press and our public ora- 
tors unite in giving their best 
thoughts and attentions to the 
homes, all our great national prob 
lems will soon solve themselves. 

When the homes are right the en- 
tire country will be right. The ques- 
tions that effect the morals and pur- 
ity of our homes are the real and 
vital questions. 

Our political speakers appeal only 
to partisan feelings and your pocket- 
book. You never hear them using 
their eloquence in an honest en- 
deavor to better our homes which 
are the foundation stones upon 
which rest all our laws and institu- 



tions, both state and national. 

The voters who go out from 
moral, pure homes, will place moral 
and pure men in office, who w ill give 
us honest and pure railroad and 
tariff regulations. All we need is 
more moral and pure homes so as to 
supply us with a majority of the 
voters. 

Our president takes this view of it, 
and it is that which has brought him 
so close to the honest thinking peo- 
ple ol all parties. Let us repeat his 
words: "It the homes are all 
straight, the state will take care of 
itself." It is this thought that in- 
spires us to give so much space to 
this particular department ol our 
paper.
